•iupervisi.m over its unruly mcmlHT*. .Mthougli a class 
will not ']Kaih" on its own nienib«-rs and disclose who wa» 
to hlanie, yet it visits of its own accord upon wronj; doer* 
a social discipline which may amount to ostracism of men who aie 
actually to blame. Of course the in^aiiies arc rare in which a swetp 
ing penalty of this kind has iH-eii im|M>seil. yri the knowledge that it 
may be. holds the student body very well in hand. 

Even more salutary is the discipline of individuals, and the hold- 
ing of athletes to a respectable grade of scholarship and a high grade of 
behavior is well nigh perfect.

I 
rememlier several years ago when a man who wa* prjiticalh sure of 
two firsts was debarred by the faculty because of a fractional failure 
in rank, and wu refused a reexamination.
